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Rescued 
chapels in 
wedding 
venue plan 

A GRADE II listed building 
housing two chapels will be 
used as a register office, un¬ 
der new plans. 

Wedding and civil 
partnership ceremonies 
would take place at Lye 
and Wollescote Cemetery 
Chapels if proposals are 
approved. The building, 
which houses Anglican and 
Non-comformist chapels, is 
due to be restored with a 
£1.1 million lottery grant by 
the West Midlands Historic 
Building Trust. 

Dudley Council wants to 
lease the building from April 
2015 so it can be used as a 
register office. 

Bosses hope it will help 
to fill the gap left since the 
former register office in 
Stourbridge closed in 2011 
with the sale of the Crown 
Centre as part of the Tesco 
development. 

Wollescote councillor 
Gaye Partridge said: “The 
chapels present a rare and 
unique building which lends 
itself ideally to a ceremony 
venue.” 

History experts say its a 
rare surviving example of 
two chapels within a single 
building. 

The site which is owned 
by Dudley Council was se¬ 
verely at risk due to lack 
of use when volunteers at 
the West Midlands Historic 
Buildings Trust stepped in 
to save the building.

RETURN OF THE 
SPEED CAMERAS 


SPEED cameras are back in the Black 
Country — a year after they were 
turned off in a move to save money. 

Dudley Council has unveiled five new camer¬ 
as and will pay the £15,000 bill for installation 
and maintenance. The cameras are positioned 
in Halesowen, Stourbridge, Gornal Wood and 
Quarry Bank. 

Council chiefs said they 


were put in place in re¬ 
sponse to ‘long-standing re¬ 
quests’ from communities. 

One of the new cameras 
is on a 50mph stretch of the 
Manor Way dual carriage¬ 
way in Halesowen, where 
Tipton motorcyclist Nick 
Foster died in an accident 
last June. 

Deterrents 

John Millar, Dudley 
Council’s director for urban 
environment, said: “The 
new units at Thorns Road, 
Quarry Bank; Manor Way, 
Halesowen; Coopers Bank 
Road, Gornal Wood; Old- 
nall Road, Stourbridge, 
and Grange Road, Stour¬ 
bridge are in response to 
long-standing requests from 
the community for speeding 
deterrents. 

“The units cost around 
£3,000 each to install and 
maintain set against 2014 
Department for Transport 
figures which show the aver¬ 
age cost of a serious accident 
is more than £210,000.” 

He said West Midlands 
Police would continue to 
deal with enforcement. 

The cameras were all in¬ 
troduced within the past 
two weeks. 

A year ago 73 of the re¬ 
maining active cameras 
were switched off by the 
West Midlands Safety Part¬ 
nership. 

The decision was made 
after West Midlands Police

said it could no longer af¬ 
ford the £lm a year running 
costs due to budget cuts. In¬ 
stead, the number of the po¬ 
lice’s mobile van cameras on 
the region’s roads doubled 
to four. 

Concerns continued to 
be raised about the speed 
of drivers in areas such as 
Manor Way. Members of 
Halesowen Athletics and 
Cycling Club voiced worries 
over the dangers of trying to 
pull out onto that road 

Inspector Dez Lambert, 
from Dudley Police,wel¬ 
comed the new camera and 
said they used new tech¬ 
nology which made them 
cheaper to run. He said: 
“We have long been aware 
of the speed of some mo¬ 
torists coming down Manor 
Way from the motorway. 
If the new camera reduces 
casualties on the road we, of 
course, welcome it.” 

Sergeant Martin Hall, of 
Halesowen North neigh¬ 
bourhood team, regularly 
runs speed check operations 
on the road, catching driv¬ 
ers going at speeds of up to 
82mph on a 40mph stretch. 
He said: “We have already 
noticed the speed camera 
helping to reduce the speed 
of cars on the road.” 

Birmingham City Council 
is drawing up a trial scheme 
for 12 fixed cameras.

Toddler, 2, 
dies in a 
swim pool 
tragedy 

A TODDLER died after be¬ 
ing found in a swimming 
pool at his grandparents’ 
Stourbridge home, an in¬ 
quest heard. 

Two-year-old Ajay 
Ramesh Shourie was discov¬ 
ered in the pool after going 
missing at the property on 
Monday evening, March 31. 

The boy, who is from 
Leicester, was taken to Rus- 
sells Hall Hospital, but was 
pronounced dead on arrival. 

Accident 

At an inquest opening at 
Smethwick Coroner’s Court, 
coroner’s investigator Bon¬ 
ita Poole said the toddler 
was being looked after by 
his grandmother when she 
noticed that he had gone 
missing. 

“She went to try and find 
him,but he was found in a 
family pool in the conserva¬ 
tory,” said the investigator. 

An ambulance was called 
and despite attempts to re¬ 
vive the small boy, he was 
pronounced dead at the 
Dudley hospital at 5.02pm. 

Police have said there is 
nothing suspicious about 
the boy’s death, which has 
been described as a tragic 
accident. 

Coroner Robin Balmain 
adjourned the hearing for 
further investigation to 
take place. He said: “This is 
a tragedy and my heart goes 
out to the family.” 

Village gets 
policing post 

POLICE officers will be 
based at parish council of¬ 
fices following the closure of 
a village station. 

West Mercia Police has 
shut the station in New 
Street, Hagley as part of 
plans to save £1.5 million a 
year by 2016. 

A ‘community policing 
post’ has now been set up at 
the parish council offices in 
Worcester Road.

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Father-of-two leapt from moving car 


A FATHER-of-two leapt out of a 
moving car which then crashed into 
a house while he was almost twice 
the drink-drive limit. 

Asaf Hussain was seen driving 
towards traffic in Dudley by pa¬ 
trolling officers on October 17. Wol¬ 
verhampton Crown Court heard 
how Hussain, aged 32, leapt out of 
his car and spat at police. Ms Sati 
Ruck, prosecuting, said: “Officers 


saw a Ford Focus driving around 
a bus, causing it to brake sharply, 
and towards oncoming traffic. He 
has then driven through a red light. 
The defendant has then pulled up 
onto a drive and jumped out while it 
was moving. This has caused the car 
to crash into the property in Park 
Head Road causing damage. 

“He was restrained by officers 
and made threats to them and spat 


at them. Half a bottle of vodka was 
found on the passenger seat.” 

Hussain gave a reading of 63 mi¬ 
crogrammes of alcohol in 100 mil¬ 
lilitres of breath. The limit is 35 
microgrammes. 

The court heard that Hussain 
had been convicted in 2007 for 
drink-driving, fined and given a 
driving ban. 

Mr Martin Fowler, defending, 


said: “He has been an industrious 
law-abiding citizen. He simply fell 
into old ways.” 

Hussain, of Malvern Crescent, 
Holly Hall, pleaded guilty to dan¬ 
gerous driving, driving with excess 
alcohol and an assault on a police 
officer. He was given a two year 
driving, a 40-week prison sentence 
suspended for two years and told to 
join the Thinking Skills programme. 


Services are saved but 
Centro to axe 89 jobs 


GOVERNMENT cuts were blamed as bosses 
at the West Midlands transport authority an¬ 
nounced 89 jobs would go. Centro is cutting 
a quarter of its workforce. 

Funding it gets from councils is being reduced by 
£7 million. Councils fund the authority through a 
levy and it oversees public transport on their behalf 
but they have had their m ulti-million pound Gov- 
ernment grants slashed. 

The staff cuts are coming 
because councillors voted 
to protect services such as 
Ring and Ride buses, free 
tram and train travel for 
pensioners and half-price 
fares for children.

NIP backing 
the new 
attack laws 

NEW laws introducing sen¬ 
tences of up to three years’ 
jail for irresponsible dog 
owners whose pets attack 
other dogs, including guide 
dogs, have been welcomed 
by a Black Country MR 

It is estimated that 10 
guide dogs have been at¬ 
tacked each month, to the 
great distress of the dogs 
and their owners. 

Liable 

New beefed-up legislation 
has now been passed mean¬ 
ing that if a dog attacks 
someone, a member of the 
public or a postman, even 
if the attack happens on the 
owner’s private property, 
the owner will still be liable 
for the attack. 

People whose out-of-con¬ 
trol pets kill someone can be 
locked up for 14 years. 

Another new element of 
the law is that if an out-of- 
control dog attacks another 
dog, such as a guide dog, 
the owner can now be sen¬ 
tenced for up to three years 
in prison. 

Warley MP John Spellar 
said: “I have been happy to 
campaign for this change 
in the law which will bring 
reassurance to guide dog 
owners. I also hope that the 
police will use their powers 
to the full.” 


Tough 

Centro chairman Council¬ 
lor John McNicholas, said: 
“Balancing the budget has 
proved extremely difficult 
but our priority throughout 
has been to protect passen¬ 
gers as far as possible. Cush¬ 
ioning the effect on frontline 
services means the impact 
on our staff will be harder. 

“It is a tough situation 
but one that is a direct re¬ 
sult of the unprecedented 
cuts being imposed on local 
government.” 

On top of the £3m cut 
in operational and staffing 
costs for 2014/15, a further 
£4m is being found through 
‘streamlining’ of bus station 
and infrastructure mainte¬ 
nance, changes to subsidised 
bus access standards, meas¬ 
ures to reduce financing 
costs and a reduction in the 
Ring and Ride grant. 

The £7m savings this year 
means Centro will have re¬ 
duced its operational and 
staffing costs from £27m in 
2010 to £15m in 2014/15. 

The organisation had con¬ 
sidered scrapping funding 
for Ring and Ride, a door- 
to-door service for pension¬ 
ers and disabled people but 
its annual grant will instead 
be cut to £8.5m. The 60p fee 
for the service was increased 
to £1 this month.

Detective Sergeant Lucy Bird, from 
West Midlands Police’s Birmingham rob¬ 
bery team, is investigating the crime. 

She said: “The passenger was, under¬ 
standably, concerned for his safety and was 
worried that the two suspects were carry¬ 
ing a weapon. He refused to hand over his 
phone and when the threats became more 
menacing he quickly acted to defend him¬ 
self.”

Dudley Council approved 
Unit3sixty’s plan for an in¬ 
door park in Mill Race Lane 
this week. 

The former disused in¬ 
dustrial unit will offer BMX, 
skateboarding and scooter 
riding facilities and organis¬ 
ers aim to make it one of the 
best in the country.

The proposal is supported 
by a £40,000 community 
enterprise fund from the 
council and was drawn up in 
response to calls from young 
people for a new skate park. 

The former Ramparts 
skate park was closed when 
its home in the basement of 
the former multi-storey Bell 
Street car park was demol¬ 
ished to make way for Tesco. 

Gavin Pardoe, owner of 
Unit3sixty, said he hoped 
building work on the indoor 
skate park would get under 
way next month, with the 
aim of opening this summer. 

He said: “We have big 
aims for the park.

Death of 
popular 
supervisor 
is a shock 

A MAN died after suffering 
a suspected cardiac arrest, 
aged just 29. 

Richard Steventon was 
discovered unresponsive by 
his friend Gemma Bayliss 
after she had left him in 
her living room to take a 
phone call. She tried to re¬ 
vive him and he was rushed 
to hospital with his sister 
Kerry-Anne but was pro¬ 
nounced dead at Russells 
Hall Hospital.

The hearing was 
told he had suffered a sus¬ 
pected cardiac arrest. 

Mr Steventon lived with 
his mother Tracey Steven¬ 
ton. She said: “Everybody 
loved him. He was such a 
lovely, lovely lad. He always 
knew how to cheer someone 
up. He will be missed so 
badly by us all. We are all in 
absolute shock.” 

The inquest at Smethwick 
was adjourned for further 
reports.

jailed after stabbing son 11 times

Jailed — George Adam 


A FATHER who ‘stabbed his son 11 
times, including once in the face, 
has been jailed for more than six 
years. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court 
heard that 50-year-old George 
Adam grabbed a kitchen knife and 
repeatedly stabbed his son, Shane, 
aged 28, on October 1. 

Adam, of Stourbridge Road, 
Halesowen, was babysitting at his 
sister’s house in Dudley when his 
son turned up and the pair began 
arguing. Wolverhampton Crown 


Court heard that Adam stabbed his 
son in the cheek, neck, head, ribs, 
stomach, groin and arm pit. 

Mr Hugh O’Brien-Quinn, pros¬ 
ecuting, told the court: “The argu¬ 
ment developed into a fight and they 
were swinging each other around 
and wrestling in the kitchen. 

“Shane pushed him backwards 
and he fell down and hit his head 
on the cooker. It was then that he 
grabbed the knife. 

“The defendant then ran at 
Shane and stabbed him in the face. 


Shane fell to the floor and the de¬ 
fendant stabbed him and was going 
to continue but one of the children 
in the house bravely ran over and 
hauled the defendant away.” 

Mr O’Brien-Quinn added: “He 
has said he was sorry and that he 
lost it.” 

The court was told that Adam’s 
son was unconscious for two days 
following the attack and spent a 
week in hospital. 

Adam pleaded guilty to wounding 
with intent to cause GBH. 


Mr Darron Whitehead, for Adam, 
said his client has expressed gen¬ 
uine remorse and had effectively 
taken an overdose of diazepam that 
had affected his thinking that night. 

Judge John Wait sentenced Adam 
to six years and eight months in 
prison. He told him: “Your son had 
been rude and verbally aggressive 
and was clearly under the influence 
of drink. You lost your control. This 
was a repeated assault and there 
were serious injuries that were 
caused.”

VOLUNTEERS have spoken of their 
shock after discovering what they 
first feared to be an old grenade in 
Wollescote. 

A road was closed and park cleared 
for safety but police later confirmed 
that the possible explosive was instead 
an old gas cannister. 

Patrol cars moved to block 
Wollescote Road at 11am on Sunday, 
after members of the River Stour 
Clear Water project group found the 
object under an old mattress when 


clearing rubbish from Ludge Bridge 
Brook, near Wollescote Park 

Upon closer inspection the round 
device had what appeared to be a 
metal pin on the top and the alarmed 
group decided to call 999. 

Safety fears prompted officers to 
clear the children’s playground at the 
park. Motorists were turned back and 
diverted as police awaited experts to 
come and inspected the device. 

Group member Wayne Haywood, 
aged 49, from Stourbridge, said: “It 


was about the size of a grapefruit 
with a cap device that was a different 
metal.” 

Fellow volunteer Kevin Ward, 59, 
from Lye, added: “I asked the advice 
of a friend who had been in the Army 
and he said get it checked out, so we 
did. 

“We couldn’t believe it when we saw 
all these police had turned up.” 

Dudley Police later confirmed it was 
an hydropneumatic suspension part, 
probably from an Austin 1800 car.

Collins targeted elderly Asian women believing they

The 20-year-old struck as 
retired sisters-in-law Sheila 
Paul and Mohinder Chopra 
walked on Masters Lane, 
Blackheath, on July 12. 

Mr Oliver Woolhouse, 
prosecuting, said: “They 
heard a male voice behind 
them shout ‘give me what¬ 
ever you have got.’ He made 
a grab for the bag of one 
of the ladies but missed, 
whereupon the other started 
to strike him on the head 
with her bag. He snatched 
this from her grasp.” 

A man gave chase into 
Church Street and Green 
Lane where he managed 
to note down part of the 
registration number of the 
Vauxhall Corsa driven by 
Williams that Collins es¬ 
caped in. 

The bag had £1,500 worth 
of property inside that was 
not recovered but police 
traced the car and arrested 
both Collins and his girl¬ 
friend at his flat in Duncan 
Edwards Close, Dudley, 12 
days later.

Williams, 19, received two- 
and-a-half years behind bars 
after admitting possessing 
the ammunition and being 
convicted by a jury of rob¬ 
bery and attempted robbery.

Last year saw the 10th 
anniversary of PCSOs’ in¬ 
troduction onto the West 
Midlands streets. Nine of 
the original 61 recruits are 
still on the beat today. 

Last October bosses re¬ 
vealed that more than 70 
people a day were applying 
for PCSO roles during the 
recruitment drive.

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Hospital 
improves 
procedure 
after death 

A HOSPITAL says it has 
improved procedure follow¬ 
ing the death of an 84-year- 
old great grandmother. 

Olive Jones was taken to 
City Hospital in Birming¬ 
ham after suffering a fall at 
home and was then taken to 
Sandwell General Hospital 
two days later for an oper¬ 
ation on a fractured elbow. 

After less than a week 
her condition worsened 
and despite doctors’ efforts 
she died on December 19 in 
2012. 

After her son Alan raised 
concerns about staff feed¬ 
ing her at the hospital, an 
inquest was held at Smeth¬ 
wick Council House last 
week. Independent pathol¬ 
ogist Dr Kenneth Scott said 
he found no evidence of 
‘gross malnutrition or gross 
dehydration. 

He added that Mrs Jones, 
of Sadlers Walk, Ladywood, 
died from bronchopneumo¬ 
nia. He said she also had 
underlying heart disease. 

Alison Hughes, ward ma¬ 
tron at Sandwell General 
Hospital, said Mrs Jones 
did not eat a lot while on 
the ward,but added it was 
‘not uncommon’ for people 
in her position to turn down 
food. 

She said since Mrs Jones’ 
death, the hospital had im¬ 
proved procedure. This in¬ 
cluded nurses being shown 
how much food patients had 
eaten before it was cleared 
away. 

Assistant coroner for the 
Black Country, Angus Smil- 
lie concluded Mrs Jones died 
from natural causes. 


Bosses say market will be 
staying open for business 


MARKET traders in Cradley Heath have in¬ 
sisted it is business as usual after their future 
was thrown into doubt. 

Stallholders at Cradley Heath Market say there is 
‘no intention’ of closing after it was revealed its par¬ 
ent company had gone into receivership. 

Businesses at the market, which also includes 22 shop 
units, were sent a letter bv administrators KPMG inform¬ 


ing them that Landmaster 
Ltd had gone into receiver¬ 
ship. But market manager 
Peter Cope has had it con¬ 
firmed by those managing 
the receivership that the 
popular market will not be 
shutting its doors. 

Confirmed 

He said: “I’ve had it con¬ 
firmed from my head office 
in London, who had it con¬ 
firmed from the receivers 
that there’s no intention of 
closing this market what¬ 
soever. As far as we are 
concerned it is business as 
usual. 

“We are actually taking 
on new traders. I took on 
one last week and I’m tak¬ 
ing one on next Tuesday 
who has moved over from 
West Bromwich market, 
selling greetings cards.” 

The market, known as the 
‘big market’, is running of¬ 
fers to attract more traders 
and to more businesses into 
the vacant shop units. 

Mr Cope said: “We are in¬ 
viting people to come in and 
view the shop units, and 
asking them to make of¬ 
fers as opposed to us telling 
them ‘this is the rent’.

The market had run a 
limited-period offer of free 
stalls to traders, and even 
though this has now come to 
an end they are still offering 
phased payments instead of 
full rent. 

The market is open on 
Tuesdays, Wednesdays, Fri¬ 
days and Saturdays from 
8am to 4pm.

“Earlier this 
week we were back up at Russells Hall 
Hospital for checks to be carried out 
on Daisy-Mae’s eyes. All of the staff 
were really excited to meet her. 

“She has certainly developed a good 
pair of lungs. She cried a little dur¬ 
ing the test and she could be heard 
through the unit. To think when she 
was born she was unable to breathe for 
herself and had lung problems. 

“It shows how she has improved and 
is continuing to do so.”

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DAVID Cameron reckons the 
Black Country has ‘every 
chance of doing well’ in its bid 
for millions of pounds of funding. 
The wish list includes work by 
junction 10 of the M6, a revamp 
of the Grand Theatre and Civic 
Halls in Wolverhampton, a new 
railway station for the city and 
training centres in Halesowen, 
Dudley and Stourbridge. 

The problem the four bor¬ 
oughs of Dudley, Sandwell, 
Walsall and Wolverhampton 
have had for decades is one of 
perception, of being seen as the 
poor relation to Birmingham. 
Talk of merging them into Great¬ 
er Birmingham just puts people’s 
backs up further. 

While Birmingham is a city 
transformed, Wolverhampton is 
a field of broken dreams. The 
Prime Minister seemed to un¬ 
derstand that when he visited 
Birmingham Airport and ac¬ 
knowledged areas like the Black 
Country had missed out. 

People have seen artists’ 
impressions and heard talk of 
multi-million pound shopping 
centres, urban villages, canal- 
side quarters and new railway 
stations and get fed up when 
little happens. 

Out of a long-awaited £176 
million bus, rail and Metro ‘in¬ 
terchange’ planned for Wolver¬ 
hampton, the city got a new bus 
station and a Sainsbury’s Local. 

The plans are still alive; the 
begging bowl keeps going out 
to central government. 

Meanwhile Birmingham gets 
its £600 million refurbishment 
for New Street and its new £190 
million library while the Public 
Arts Centre in West Bromwich 
gets shut down. Of course Bir¬ 
mingham deserves the invest¬ 
ment. It’s the second city. 

But isn’t it our turn yet? 

□□□□□ 

Former Wolverhampton may¬ 
or Malcolm Gwinnett has never 
really struck me as a party pol¬ 
itician. So I doubt his departure 
from the Liberal Democrats to 
join Ukip will cause Nick Clegg 
much more grief than the opin¬ 
ion polls already do. 

Although it was a well-timed 
announcement from the Euro¬ 
sceptics to bring over a promi¬ 
nent city councillor to their ranks 
on the same day their leader 
Nigel Farage went head to head 
with Mr Clegg in a TV debate. 

The Liberal Democrats in 
Wolverhampton have just three 
seats, all of them in the same 
ward, Spring Vale. 

Yet the past few years have 
been a troubled time for them. 
Another of their councillors, 
Richard Whitehouse, left them in 
2012 following a falling out and 
then re-joined the following year. 

Councillor Gwinnett’s former 
colleagues think he has thrown 
away everything he once be¬ 
lieved in to join a party that 
stands against it on virtually 
everything but none of this de¬ 
tracts from his record as a coun¬ 
cillor who has always been pre¬ 
pared to speak his mind. 


ACHIM Steiner, the former exec¬ 
utive director of the United Na¬ 
tions environment programme, 
once remarked that the way we 
treat the bees would ‘in part de¬ 
fine our collective future in the 
21st century’. 

It is fair to say PhD student Mi¬ 
chael Smith seems to have taken 
these words to heart, with his in- 
depth study of honeybees. 

However - and feel free to 
accuse this simple Black Coun¬ 
tryman of trivialising the fine 
research being carried at New 
York’s Cornell University if you 
believe that to be the case - but 
I cannot help wondering whether 
shoving a handful of bees down 
your underpants was really what 
Mr Steiner had in mind. 

Young Mick, who one sus¬ 
pects probably has a rather 
strange social life, conducted 
what must surely be the most 
exhaustive research to date into 
the subject of where it hurts 
most to be stung. 

And he wasn’t just playing 
around at it either. He spent 38 
days testing 25 different body 
locations, making sure he got 
stung at least five times a day. 

“We speculated it probably 
really would hurt to get stung in 
the testicles,” he said, adding, 
almost with an air of disappoint¬ 
ment, “It didn’t hurt as much as I 
expected it to.” 

That’s the trouble with those 
honeybees, they have to be in 
the mood. If their heart’s not in 
it, you’re just wasting your time. 

Michael revealed that getting 
himself stung in some of the 
more intimate places required 
quite a bit of ingenuity and im¬ 
agination. 

“Some locations required the 
use of a mirror and an erect 
posture during stinging, eg but¬ 
tocks,” he wrote in his thesis, 
which is probably something you 
do not see in too many university 
essays. 

Michael has ruled out ex¬ 
tending his work into the field 
of wasps, or stinging nettles, or 
jellyfish. Probably just as well, 
better learn to walk before you 
can run, and all that. 

And the result of all this work 
is that a bee sting on the nose 
is much more painful than one 
around the scrotum. But I think 
there is also a much more impor¬ 
tant lesson we can all take from 
Mr Smith’s research. If you are 
at the moment deliberating over 
which university course to take, 
my tip is to stick to economics. 
□□□□□

Whatever danger 
they’ll deal with it 


Trapped worker or cow, a 
specialist team of firefight¬ 
ers is ready, as PETER 
MADELEY found out 

THEIR challenges have includ¬ 
ed winching a man to safety 
from the side of a skyscraper 
to rescuing a builder covered 
up to his neck in soil at the bot¬ 
tom of an 18ft trench. And they 
also put out fires. 

The West Midlands Fire Service 
Technical Rescue Unit (TRU) is a 
specialist team of firefighters de¬ 
ployed on the toughest, high-risk 
call-outs where disaster can lurk 
around every corner. 

Based at Bickenhill Fire Station, near 
to Birmingham’s NEC, the four eight- 
man crews support regular crews when 
their specialised skills and equipment 
are required. And the Black Country 
now has its own unit, with a 32-man 
team stationed in Wednesbury. 

Collapsed 

The units are charged with tackling 
the most complex jobs, including sea and 
river rescues, flooding assistance, rope, 
confined space and altitude rescue and 
casualty extrication. 

One dramatic scene involved the TRU 
assisting other emergency services with 
the rescue of a construction worker who 
had become trapped under two tons of 
soil when a trench he was working on 
collapsed. 

When the crew arrived at Barclay 
Road, Bearwood, the man was covered 
up to his neck 18ft down in the trench. 

Crew Commander Rob Norman, 
of Blue Watch, says: “One side of the 
trenches had caved in leaving one of 
the workers trapped in the bottom of 
the trench.” Only his head was visible.

“We worked with ambulance crews 
and other fire crews, using specialist 
stretcher equipment and a hoist to ex¬ 
tricate him from the hole. 

“It was a long and complicated job be¬ 
cause there was a danger the rest of the 
trench could collapse at any minute.” 

Last year the team was called out to a 
house in the West Midlands to assist an 
obese woman who was trapped in her 
bedroom and was struggling to breathe. 

“The woman was more than 30 stone 
and needed to leave the house for ur¬ 
gent hospital treatment,” Mr Norman 


says. “She was having breathing diffi¬ 
culties but had become housebound and 
because of her size paramedics were 
unable to get her to an ambulance. She 
was basically trapped in an upstairs 
room.” 

The crew decided the quickest way to 
bring her out was to cut away the win¬ 
dow frame of the upstairs bedroom and 
use ropes and a stretcher to winch her 
down 

In February the unit was called to 
Handsworth Wood, Birmingham, to 
help after a large tree blew over in gale 


force winds and crushed a car, trapping 
three passengers, two of whom were 
seriously injured. Mr Norman says: “It 
was a delicate and intensive operation 
because the tree had completely crushed 
the roof of the vehicle and three people 
were trapped inside unable to move.” 

The units were developed in the UK as 
part of the government’s anti-terrorism 
measures after the 9/11 attacks in the 
US and London bombings in July 2005. 

“We are trained and kitted out to deal 
with large scale operations,” Mr Nor¬ 
man says. “But the principal remains 
the same whatever situation we are de¬ 
ployed to deal with, be it a traffic colli¬ 
sion involving heavy transportation or 
an animal rescue.” 

He adds: “If a job requires us to 
cut through concrete or steel we are 
equipped to deal with it, and the same 
applies to heavy lifting or rope rescues.” 

Since April 2013 the units have added 
a more conventional task to their remit 
- tending to fires. “Initially we were 
firefighters who dealt with almost every 
incident except fires,” Mr Norman says 
“But that changed last year.” 

Pressure 

The unit took on 32 recruits in prepa¬ 
ration for the official opening of the 
Black Country’s first Technical Rescue 
Unit at Wednesbury Fire Station on 
April 1. The trained firefighters have 
been through a rigorous training process 

One, Steve Mann, says: “The training 
is hard and you have to take on a lot of 
extra skills. Often you have to make de¬ 
cisions quickly and under pressure.” 

A crew from the TRU was called to 
perform a training exercise when Bir¬ 
mingham’s iconic The Cube was under 
construction in 2010. 

Mr Norman says: “They were asking 
the questions ‘what do we do if someone 
gets hurt whilst working 100ft in the 
air?’, ‘how do we get someone up there 
to deal with an incident?’ Showing peo¬ 
ple how to deal with potentially difficult 
situations is part of our job.”

No one spotted 
passport blunder 


WHEN Neil Clulow packed 
for a weekend in Spain his 
mind was only on celebrating 
his friend’s 50th birthday. 

In his rush to get to the airport 
for the early morning flight, he 
had accidentally picked up his 
blonde girlfriend’s passport. 

The mistake by the 50-year-old 
from Halesowen’, who is bald and has 
a goatee, was only discovered after he 
had already arrived in Alicante and 
had left the airport. 

He met up with 14 friends at Bir¬ 
mingham Airport ready for the three- 
night trip to Benidorm to celebrate pal 
Carl Fentham’s 50th birthday. 

After the two-and-three-quarter 
hour flight, he went through passport 
control at Alicante Airport without a 
word from the Spanish authorities. 

He only realised the blunder later 
when he and his pals were comparing 
passport pictures and he discovered he 
had used his girlfriend Karen Clift’s 
documents. 

Investigation 

The father-of-five added: “Me and 
my mates were joking about our bad 
passport pictures and they looked at 
mine and said ‘Neil, you’re much bet¬ 
ter looking in this picture than in real 
life’.”

“I can’t believe this could happen, 
especially after all the trouble with the 
missing Malaysian aircraft,” he added.

fly Mr Clulow the next day for free. A 
spokesman for Monarch said: “Mon¬ 
arch use ground handling agents at 
all our UK bases to manage check in, 
boarding and other non-flight related 
tasks. 

“Servisair agents wear name badges 
and airport identification passes 
clearly identifying themselves as Ser¬ 
visair. 

“We have had confirmation from 
Servisair that they are carrying out an 
investigation.” 

The Monarch spokesman added: “It 
is our understanding that Mr Clulow 
made his own arrangements to have 
his passport couriered to the hotel in 
Spain. The delay in receiving his pass¬ 


port resulted in him missing his return 
flight, which was booked on another 
airline. 

“However, the return flight was 
provided by Monarch, as a gesture of 
goodwill. 

“We would like to clarify that the 
agents who met Mr Clulow upon his 
arrival back at Birmingham airport 
were also Servisair personnel and not 
from Monarch. 

“Due to operational reasons unre¬ 
lated to this incident, Monarch has 
recently changed service providers for 
our ground handling requirements 
at two UK airports, Birmingham and 
Luton, and no longer use Servisair at 
Birmingham Airport.”

The couple had two children, 
Jayne and Paul, have seven grand¬ 
children and one great grandchild. 

After national service, Alan re¬ 
turned to Jennings where he met 
future comedy partner John Plant. 
His love of performing never 
waned and he became producer for 
a drama group at Cole Street Meth¬ 
odist Church, and was asked to 
dream up ideas for a variety show. 

A music hall artist called Ernie 
Garner, performing in the Mid¬ 
lands at the turn of the 20th cen¬ 
tury, had often referred to two 
Black Country characters, Aynuk 
and Ayli.

Alan’s friend Harry Felton 
joined him to play Ayli.

Alan was soon 
getting invitations to appear at 
clubs but Harry did not want to 
work weekends. Alan approached 
friend John Guest to take on the 
role. “I said ‘Yow’m a natural. Yow 
luk saft any road’.” 

They formed a partnership last¬ 
ing more than 20 years. To cement 
the bond further, Alan’s daughter 
Jayne married John’s youngest 
son Ian at St Mary’s Church, King- 
swinford, watched by Aynuk and 
Ayli, and are celebrating 30 years 
of marriage. 

Mr Guest had to relinquish the 
role in the mid-1980s due to ill 
health and then Alan called upon 
his old friend John Guest, 

John Guest died in June 2006 
and John Plant died five months 
later aged 54. Alan is still perform¬ 
ing matinee shows as ‘Just Aynuk’. 
“I love it,” he said.

Louise devotes her life to 
rescuing the dogs of war 



THE military may be prepar¬ 
ing to pull out of Afghanistan 
but one West Midlands wom¬ 
an says her work there is far 
from complete. 

Louise Hastie, a former pupil of 
Alumwell Busines and Enterprise Col¬ 
lege, Walsall, helps run the Nowzad 
Dogs charity to re-home animals with 
soldiers. 

It was set up by former Royal Ma¬ 
rine Sergeant Pen Farthing in 2007. 

While serving in Nowzad in Hel- 
mand province in 2006, the 44-year- 
old broke up an organised dog fight, 
befriending one of the animals. He 
then began helping other soldiers get 
their dogs back home. 

The registered charity operates the 
only official animal shelter in Afghan¬ 
istan, just outside Kabul, and Miss 
Hastie manages a clinic for them. 

The 41-year-old, from Wolverhamp¬ 
ton said they have re-homed some 650 
dogs to soldiers from the US and UK 
to Australia, Canada and Africa, with 
more going to homes in Afghanistan. 

But the charity also works to pro¬ 
mote animal welfare and responsible 
pet ownership in Afghanistan. 

Asked what would happen after the 
draw-down of UK combat troops, set 
to be completed this year, Miss Hastie 
said: “It’s business as usual for us. 
It’s about promoting animal welfare 
in Afghanistan, and responsible pet 
ownership.” 

Miss Hastie, who spent 10 years 
with the Staffordshire Regiment and 
served in Iraq as a reservist in 2004, 
started re-homing animals when she 
worked in Iraq. After returning to the 
UK, she decided to go back as a con¬ 
tractor and while there, rescued a cat 
and went through a nightmare to get it 
back to the UK. “I had to perform mir¬ 
acles of Biblical proportion to get this 
cat out of Iraq, and I didn’t want an¬ 
yone else to have to go through that.” 


Simba the cat later died, but Miss 
Hastie found herself receiving emails 
from soldiers in Iraq asking for help 
to rehome dogs they had befriended 
while serving there. After offering her 
help, soon she was spending hours 
every night helping people get their 
dogs home, so gave up her job to work 


full-time for Nowzad. She now lives 
and works in Kabul, sharing her home 
at the charity’s clinic with some 20 
dogs, as well as around 20 cats. 

While many of the dogs are making 
their way to the UK, there is no sign of 
her leaving Afghanistan. “I’m here for 
keeps,” she said.

It comes just weeks after 
bosses approved increased 
parking fees at Sandwell, 
City and Rowley Regis hos¬ 
pitals.

Regarding the refunds, 
Brian Childs, of Sandwell 
patient group Upper GI 
Blues and regular visitor 
to the trust’s hospital sites, 
said: “It’s what we have 
been looking for and we are 
very happy about it.” 

Claim forms will be com¬ 
pleted by a member of staff 
in the outpatient depart¬ 
ment. The form will then be 
taken to the relevant recep¬ 
tion desk and checked, and 
the minimum charge paid 
by the patient, before they 
are given a ticket to leave 
the car park. 

If a patient cannot claim 
at the time of the appoint¬ 
ment a retrospective claim 
can be made by post.

Collision 
that killed 
father was 
unavoidable 


A FATHER was killed when he stepped out 
in front of a car on a dual carriageway as he 
walked to work, an inquest heard. 

The coroner was told the driver could not have 
avoided Christopher Clarke, 53, as he walked ‘brisk¬ 
ly’ into Pedmore Road, near Merry Hill, just before 
7am last April 26. 

The HM Revenue and Customs officer was walking to 


work on a route he had 
taken for around 13 years 
when crossing the road 
near its junction with Hurst 
Lane. 

At an inquest at Smeth¬ 
wick Council House, a police 
report had concluded that 
‘the cause of the collision 
appears to be pedestrian 
error’. 

React 

Pc Steven Jubb said that 
there was no way driver 
Luke Williams could have 
avoided Mr Clarke, of Lan¬ 
tern Road, Netherton. 

Investigating officers con¬ 
cluded that it would have 
taken Mr Clarke 1.36 sec¬ 
onds to walk from the cen¬ 
tral reservation to the point 
in the outside lane where he 
was hit, but for Mr Williams 
to react and his car to decel¬ 
erate would have taken be¬ 
tween 2.8 and 3.4 seconds. 

Pc Jubb said: “If the 
driver perceived the pedes¬ 
trian as a hazard to him 
when he started to cross 
into his lane, the accident 
was unavoidable.” 

Welder Mr Williams told 
the hearing he was driving 
to work in his blue Fiat 
Punto when he first saw Mr 
Clarke crossing the opposite 
carriageway before reaching 
the central reservation. 

Mr Williams said: “It 
wasn’t until I was level with

him that he stepped out. I 
didn’t see his face for any 
indication he was looking, 
or that he was going to step 
out.” 

Asked by Senior Black 
Country Coroner Robin Bal¬ 
main if he had any time to 
do anything, Mr Williams 
said: “No, it was just milli¬ 
seconds.” 

A passing cyclist, Antony 
Bate, also gave evidence at 
the inquest. 

He said of the incident: 
“He just seemed to have 
waited and then all of a sud¬ 
den stepped out when the 
cars were getting extremely 
close. 

“I thought it was going to 
be a bit tight.” 

Recording a verdict of 
death due to a road traffic 
collision, Mr Balmain said: 
“It’s likely he didn’t look 
before stepping out into 
the road and the oncoming 
driver didn’t anticipate the 
danger.” 

Father-of-two Mr Clarke’s 
family, including widow 
Dorretta, daughter Rebecca 
and son David, have since 
campaigned for a crossing 
to be installed at the scene 
of the accident.

THE father of a brave Tipton toddler who inspired a world¬ 
wide search for a bone marrow match, will be lining up for 
this Sunday’s London Marathon in a bid to raise money for 
the charity which helped his son survive. 

Guarav Bains, of Alexandra Road, was given a life-saving 
stem cell transplant in Decemberat Birmingham Children’s 
Hospital. Now the brave two-year-old, who was discharged 
earlier this year, will be cheering on his dad Sunny. 

Mr Bains said: “When my legs are giving way and I feel 
like giving up, I’m going to think of Guarav and he’ll push 
me through. He’s been through so much, compared to him 
this should be a walk in the park.” 

Two year-old Guarav was diagnosed with rare blood dis¬ 
order Monosomy 7 Syndrome in June 2013. 

Sunny, who has already raised £8,000, had been in train¬ 
ing for the Londone vent by running the 10 mile route from 
his home to visit his son in hospital.

Police launch a blitz on

POLICE held a crackdown 
to tackle suspected car 
cruisers who have report¬ 
edly been gathering on 
a Black Country super¬ 
market car park before 
speeding down a busy 
dual carriageway. 

The move follows com¬ 
plaints from people living in 
Moxley, who claim groups are 
gathering on the car park of 
an Aldi supermarket on Sun¬ 
day evenings. 

Officers have been working with 
the community to try to stamp out 
the problem of boy racers. 

And last weekend police were 
out in force to raise awareness of 
the issue and to deter suspected 
racers from causing a nuisance or 
posing a danger. 

A group of around 15 cars and 
dozens of bystanders began to 
gather on the supermarket car 
park, which is situated off the 
High Street, from around 8pm. 

Police stressed no offences were 
committed but they arrived at the 
car park to speak to those gathered 
about the possibility of anti-social 
behaviour. 

Dangerous 

Segeant Leigh Hale, neighbour¬ 
hood sergeant for Darlaston and 
Moxley, said: “There is no actual 
offence for parking on the car park 
as it is a public right of way. 

“But it sometimes brings an¬ 
ti-social behaviour with it and 
residents have complained of an¬ 
ti-social behaviour, such as the 
noise of vehicles. 


“Also if racing does take place, it 
is obviously dangerous.” 

Before the operations began, 
Sgt Hale said that officers would 
be enforcing minor traffic offences 
at the site and would also be look¬ 
ing at issues such as insurance 
and car checks. 

He added: “Police are currently 


going for a high court injunction 
to tackle street cruising, like the 
one in place in Cannock. 

“Police in Walsall, Sandwell, 
Dudley and Wolverhampton are 
all working on it together so there 
is not just a problem of displace¬ 
ment, with it moving from one 
place to another. 


“It will have a massive impact 
and that is now going through the 
legal system. 

Presence 

“While that is happening, we 
want to do something in the short 
term to tackle this issue.” 


Police were keeping a presence 
at the supermarket for several 
hours that night and set up speed 
cameras on surrounding routes to 
catch any speeding drivers. 

Aldi has said it is working with 
the police and local councillors to 
see what can be done to tackle the 
problem. 


Plans for

of region 

A £200 MILLION plan for 
the renaissance of the Black 
Country has been unveiled 
which would create 5,000 
jobs, bring hundreds of new 
homes and transform top 
venues to boost tourism. 

Wolverhampton’s Civic 
Halls and Grand Theatre 
could be in line for a £20m 
revamp if the Black Country 
bid for Government funding 
is successful. 

Extra seating could be 
added at the Civic Halls 
and staging areas improved, 
while the Grand would im¬ 
prove its backstage to help 
attract bigger and better 
shows. 

A bid has been made to 
the Government for £56m 
to kickstart the Black Coun¬ 
try’s transformation. 

The Black Country Local 
Enterprise Partnership 
would also use the cash to 
revamp Wolverhampton 
Railway Station, described 
as ‘not fit for purpose’ 
— linking it with the new 
bus station and a proposed 
Metro extension. 

Junction 10 of the M6 at 
Walsall would also undergo 
improvements, in a bid to 
reduce congestion and bot¬ 
tlenecks there. Meanwhile, 
a £10 million research cen¬ 
tre would be built at Wol¬ 
verhampton Science Park 
for businesses to test and 
develop products. 

The region needs to get 
its hands on a slice of Lord 
Heseltine’s £2 billion Single 
Local Growth Fund, but will 
have to compete with other 
areas, including Birming¬ 
ham.

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Right in the middle of 
something important 


Not North, nor South 
but the Midlands has 
made Britain great, says 
R obert Shore in his boo k 

ACCORDING to Voltaire, as 
author Robert Shore points 
out, there’s ‘froth at the top, 
dregs at the bottom, but the 
middle - excellent’. 

So begins Shore’s glorification of 
the Midlands in his book Bang In The 
Middle (The Friday Project, paper¬ 
back, £8.99), the region described as 
the most under-rated on earth. 

Born in Mansfield, Shore lives in 
London now but his journey across the 
central region, with the help of friends 
and family, seeks to laud the Midlands 
for its unheralded achievements. 

Travelling from his home town, 
through Nottinghamshire, Northamp¬ 
tonshire, Leicestershire, Lincolnshire, 
Warwickshire, the Potteries and Der¬ 
byshire, Shore argues that the general 
consensus of the Midlands is one of 
nothingness, simply a buffer between 
the north-south divide. He aims to 
eradicate such thoughts and ends with 
a list of the top 50 things to come out 
of the area. 

The Midlands, he stresses, is the 
home to great thinkers and pioneers 
(Darwin, Johnson, Newton), of writers 
(Shakespeare, Bennett, Lawrence), of 
political leaders (even Margaret Thatch¬ 
er was a Midlander) and of classical 
composers (Elgar). Some of the great 
rock bands hail from the West Mid¬ 
lands. Why, even the Olympic Games 
and ‘Peeping Tom’ owe their very ex¬ 
istence to this region. And, of course, 
there’s the legend of Robin Hood. 

The Staffordshire Hoard is men¬ 
tioned as a significant milestone in the 
history of the Kingdom of Mercia, the 
precursor to the modern day Midlands. 
And, how many people would have 
heard of Creswell Crags, home to the 
Sistine Chapel of the Ice Age? 

I am personally grateful to Shore for

pointing out that Chesterfield is indeed 
in the Midlands. 

Although Shore does seem to 
over-elaborate at times, there are some 
funny moments, most notably with his 
examples of Mansfield dialect, for in¬ 
stance: ‘Mek it goo backuds’, for put 
the car into reverse.

Great as Birmingham writer JRR 
Tolkien’s imagination was, he drew 
on source material from ages past for 
The Lord of the Rings and The Hobbit. 
Tolkien studied and translated the epic 
sagas of northern Europe. These tales 
of magic, treachery, and quests, pop¬ 
ulated by warriors, trolls and dragons, 
forged his vision of Middle Earth. 

Penguin Classics has published five 
of these fables in colourful paperback, 
£6.99 each.These include the poet¬ 
ic Icelandic The Elder Edda and An¬ 
glo-Saxon horror story Beowulf. Also 
Sir Gawain and the Green Knight,

The Saga of the Volsungs, and The 
Wanderer: Elegies, Epics, Riddles. 

Recent examples of Russian imperi¬ 
alism may reflect a country ill at ease 
with itself rather than a confident pow¬ 
er flexing its muscles, if one believes 
the bleak picture of the Russian Feder¬ 
ation painted by Oliver Bullough in his 
fascinating, depressing, exploration of 
modern Russia and its recent past. 

The Last Man in Russia (Penguin, 
paperback, £9.99) sees Bullough 
criss-crossing the frozen north, braving 
mosquitoes and stubborn officialdom, 
as he delves into the story of dissident 
Orthodox priest Father Dmitry Dud- 
ko, who foresaw a Russia drowning in 
vodka, its citizens unable to trust each 
other after decades of Soviet control. 

Despite his depiction of past misery 
and an aimless present, I would not bet 
against the power of Russian resilience, 
fortitude and pride. LB 


Saucy Kylie is

BRIGHT and bouncy and a ti¬ 
tle bit saucy, Aussie sex thim¬ 
ble Kylie follows the simple 
philosophy of ‘if it ain’t broke 
don’t fix it’ on new album 
Kiss Me Once (Parlophone). 

Ambitions look no further than the 
dancefloor, and there’s nothing wrong 
with that. Opener Into The Blue marks 
the return of gold lame hotpants Kylie 
and man-of-the-moment Pharrell Wil¬ 
liams lends a hand by writing and pro¬ 
ducing I Was Gonna Cancel. 

Three songs have sex in the title 
— Sexy Love, Les Sex (don’t even go 
there) and the dubstepped Sexercize— 
but somehow she always stays perky 
rather than raunchy. 

The weakest track is Beautiful, a 
duet with Enrique Iglesias, on which 
heavily treated vocals make them 
sound like lovesick Daleks. 

The title track will appeal to long 
time fans of Miss Minogue as it is rem¬ 
iniscent of the kind of pop she made 
not long after Charlene left her span¬ 
ners in Ramsay Street. 

Kyle brings her Kiss Me Once Tour 
to the NIA Birmingham on October 7. 

Gorgeously textured and lyrically el¬ 
oquent, The Take Off and Landing 
of Everything (Fiction) is Elbow’s 
sixth album. Ramsbottom’s finest are 
known for their anthems but Guy Gar¬ 
vey tends more towards the introspec¬ 
tive here. 

Having written that, the slow burn¬ 
ing, majestically melodic New York 
Morning is destined to be considered 
one of the band’s classics. But perhaps 
the album’s finest moment is the mel-

ancholy, ruminative My Sad Captains 
with its haunting use of brass. 

Bespectacled Liverpool-based 
23-year-old from the Potteries Dan 
Croll makes an impressive debut 
with his sparkling electronic sounds 
on Sweet Disarray (Deram). 

His bright techno-pop is examplified 
by the addictive From Nowhere and 
other hook-laden gems on Sweet Dis¬ 
arrays include as Thinkin Aboutchu 
and Can You Hear Me. Always Like 
This and the Feist-like Home reveal 
a singer/songwriter also comfortable 
with guitar and percussion. 

Too often dismissed in the pigeon¬ 
hole marked ‘emo’, May Death 
Never Stop You (Warner Bros) looks 


back at the 12-year career of the New 
Jersey band My Chemical Romance 
who split acrimoniously a year ago. 
The hits package includes new track 
Fake Your Death, certainly strong 
enough to open the album, plus extras 
depending on the version you get. 

It reveals a band that deserved to 
break out of their cultish following 
but perhaps never could because of 
the grim sense of humour that en¬ 
sured loyalty of the fans but others 
just didn’t get. The expletives also 
limited radio play. MCR frequently 
rock out with brattish punk energy. 
Highlights include Na Na Na, Teenag¬ 
ers and call to arms Welcome To The 
Black Parade.

N ow The Voice UK has been 
laid to rest for another few 
months, the talent search 
gap is filled by this old favourite. 

You know the drill by now: 
thousands of hopefuls take to the 
stage for there few minutes of 
fame, while the camera cuts to Ant 
and Dec every few minutes 
backstage cackling like light 
entertainment’s answer to 
Hamlet’s Rosencrantz and 
Guildenstern. 

If that reference is too highbrow, 
rest assured there’s no chance of 
that with BGT. It won’t tax your 
literary knowledge at all, but it will 
delight, shock, entertain and leave 
millions in face-palm mode as the 
good, the mediocre and the 
genuinely hopeless deliver their 
act. 

So, if Ant had any advice for the 
participants, what would it be? 
“Step it up when you get to the live 
shows,” he explains. “Those acts 
that have got real talent raise their 
game and put a lot of thought and 
rehearsal into their act.” Dec 
admits he is always amazed by 
the variety of talent on offer. “Every 


day we arrive at the auditions and 
don’t know who is about to appear, 
so for us it’s as surprising as it is 
for the audience. That’s why we 
love our role on the show.” 

There’s a slight change to 
proceedings this year with the 
introduction of the Golden Buzzer. 
Each judge gets the chance to 
press it, which will fast track the 
act to the live shows without any 
further auditions. As judges 
Simon Cowell, David Walliams, 
Amanda Holden and Alesha Dixon 
are now all proud parents, there’s 
perhaps little surprise the BGT 
marketing team have coined the 
phrase: The Mummy and Daddy 
of all talent shows is back!’

And with 
winning pooch Pudsey about to be 
seen on the big screen in his own 
film, it looks like BGT-inspired 
flicks are set to continue for some 
time to come. Last year’s winner’s, 
the Hungarian shadow 
performance group Attraction, 
went down a storm with the 
masses both in the show at the 
Royal Variety, as well as appearing 
in a lucrative advertising 
campaign, so who knows what 
awaits the 2014 winner - or 
winners? 

As the show kicks off, there will 
be plenty of witty asides from 
judges Simon, David, Amanda and 
Alesha, and no doubt a few plugs 
for Cowell and Harry Hill’s new 
musical I Can’t Sing along the way. 

Let’s hope the vocalists in this 
edition don’t live up to its name.

Volvo has not gone down the same 
old road with the V70 D4 SE Nav Geart- 
ronic because there is a certain style and 
sportiness for this new master load-carrier 
together with all the usual versatility you 
would expect. 



Six decades after the launch of the first 
Wagon, the V70 carries on the tradition of 
combining form and function. 

The motorway is the ideal place for this 
Volvo, so it’s little wonder that police forces 
across the land have models patrolling ma¬ 
jor transport routes in the UK.

Cars equipped with the automatic gear¬ 
box also feature a new gearshift knob with 
piano-black inlay.
